Key West, Fla., Hay IS.-On board the 


United States transport, Gussle, off Cuba, 


May 14.—On Thursday morning the gun- 


boat Wilmington steamed close Into the 


cocst and keys oft the town of Cardenas. 


Its gun crews were at tbelr stations and 


every man on board, from Captain Todd 
to the signal boy, bad but one burning 


Idea, "Avenge the Winslow." 


The watchword along 
tbe crowded 


decks and In the heated engine room and 
glowing fire room, where tie blackened 
giants tolled stripped to the waist, was 
"Remember the Winslow," and "Damn a 
pacific blockade " 


WItbin range of the powerful four lech 


broadsides were tbe Spanish gunboats 
which bad decoyed tbe \YlDBlow up to the 
masked batteries that bad dealt out sud- 
den death, and near the forts lay two 
sohoooera at anchor 


Reports of mlues planted in the en- 


trance to the channels were dlsregraded. 
The Wilmington was no longer a blook- 
ader. It had become a destroyer, and (or 
an hour a hurricane of exploding pro- 
jectiles bellowed and shrieked icto the 
harbor of Cardenas, not against the town 
bat against the ships and defenses, and 
the Spanish ttoops and 
sailors. The 


gunners of tbe Wilmington do not waste 
ammunition and the execution was re- 
markable. 


Dead and Dying Left. 


Nearly 800 four Inch, one-lncb, and slx- 


poDDd shells streamed shoreward like a 
steel cataract, and afloat 
and ashore 


signal stations, masked batteries, and 
forts were knocked to places and tbe 
Spanish had to flee like rats from a sink- 
Ing ship. They left behind many dead 
and dying. 


It was the most destructive bombard- 


ment yet attempted un the Cuban coast. 
In tbs Harbor two Spanish gunboats 
wltbcnt steam Dp were riddled and snnb, 
their crews having flsd to the shore in 
small boats. They bad no time to offer 
a show of fighting their gum. 
The two 


schooners at anchor w'ers suck where 
they lay, and one block houce caught fire 
from an exploding shell and flamed out 
like a war beacon, tha Wilmington was 
not touched by the few shells flUDg at it 


The attack was sodden and superbly 


swept Cardenas bare of defenses as on* 


would brush crumbs from a table cloth.

Edonard Bemenyl, who has held royalty 
enchanted and has enthralled fashionable 
audiences all over the world, fell dead 
Sunday afternoon at tbe Orphenm Thea- 
tre, In this elty. An the gnat artist 
appeared and was greeted with tumultu- 
ous applause be bowed bis acknowledge- 
ment and seemed Immensely pleased at 
tbe reception given him. 


Be had played two or three classical 


pieoes, and bad answered to an encore 
with the most familiar "Old Glory." 
Remenyl played as If inspired. It seemed 
as if he knew this was to be the culmina- 
tion of his career, and he had determined 
that bis final appearance should mark bio 
greatest triumph. Be rose to the occasion 
magnificently, and bis 3000 auditors, as 
Remeoyl approaohed his ollma*, literally 
rose with him, leaving their seats In their 
excitement, oomplutely carried away by 
his achievement. 


When the music eeaied, tbe house was 


swept with • wild torrent of bravot. The 
applause was almost deafening and con- 
tinued for several minutes. Remenyi 
and his accompanist, E. S. Rosner, came 
forward and In response to another burst 
of applause the great Remenyi com- 
menced to play "Dellbe's Pliiloatl." He 
bad just completed a few ban of the 
difficult fingering, when he leaned for- 
ward as If to speak to one of the mnsl- 
elans in the oroheatra, continuing bis 
piece.

out 18 hours returned a verdict of not 
guilty. On the first ballot, It appears, 
the Jurors stood seven for acquittal to five 
for manslaughter. 
After reading tto 


instructions and diaoutaion, the vote was 
nice for acquittal and three for man- 
slaughter and so stood during many suc- 
cessive ballots, nntll 3 o'clock In the 
mowing, when tbe jurors retired to teat. 
At 7 o'clock they resumed balloting and 


t«. 


Tbe reasons that induced the presi- 


dent of the United State* to withhold 
his message have not yet been, fully 
slated, but in all probability the sim- 
plest and most natural explanation ig 
the true one. The president was told 
that if he sent his message and vtar re- 
sulted the Ih es of the American citizens 
in Cuba — women and children as weli 
as men — would be in grave peril. In a 
word, the consular authorities asked 
for another three days to withdraw the 
American 
population 
of 
Havana. 


Statesmen with a strong sense of re- 
sponsibility are never sorry for an. ex- 
cuse not to say a word which makes the 
giins speak; but here it was not a case 
of excuse, but an almost imperative rea- 
son. The risk of a massacre of the 
Americans in Havana was a risk too 
great to run if it could be prevented by 
a few days' delay. As we have said, this 
explanation is quite sufficient; but 
there may be another, though it is one 
which, by its nature, could not be dis- 
closed. 
Though most unlikely, it is 


jutt possible that flie president found, 
or fancied he found, that he was face 
to face w ith a coalition of thecontinent- 
al powers formed nominally "to pre- 
serve the peace of the world, and to in- 
duce Spain to yield to all reasonable 
and moderate demands which may be 
put forward by the United States in 
regard both to Cuba and the Maine." 


Suppose that such a coalition exists, 


or looks like coming' into existence — a 
coalition formed of France and liussia, 
Germany and Austria — the president 
might well feel cause for hesitation tfnd 
delay. 
If he were warned privately 


that negotiations were going on, and 
were to notice confirmatory symptoms 
in the official behavior of the conti- 
nental envoys, it would want a very 
strong and resolute president to put 
aside all thought of considering the 
continental pressure. No doubt a presi- 
dent of the highest statesmanship and 
determination would say at 
once: 


"Ifonsen&e. This Is only bluff. 
The 


continental powers are not going to do 
anything- but use hints about Spain. 
The moment we act all their protests 
and talk of 'we could an' we would" 
will die away. Besides, if such tt crisis' 
were actually to take place, England 
must and would come to our aid, and 
we and England need not fear any 
coalition." 
But then Mr. McKinley, 


though he may be brave, probably 
would be a good deal ben ild ered by the 
thought of America against all Europe. 
In all probability, too, he would not 
feel sure that he could reckon on ouf 
help, for he would mistake our habitual 
diplomatic reserve for indifference. As 
a matter of fact, if Ameiicawere real- 
ly attacked by a great continental coali- 
tion, England would be at her side in 
24 hours. — London Spectator.

MIRRORED IN VERSE. 


How Some of the Great Poet* Reflect 


the Tendencies of Their 


T'.mM. 


In his series of comparative readings 


in the college hall of Westminster ab- 
l>y recently Stephen Phillips proceeded 
to illustrate Tennyson ui- the poet of his 
on n age and time. Some critics, he ob- 
served, considered that the chief f unc- 
tion of the'poet was to mirror the char. 
acteristics of the time in which he 
liM-,.1, but he himself did not hold so 
extreme a view, pointing out that Keats, 
for instance, lived entirely apart from 
ulrnobt all the tendencies of Ms day 
lluch, however, uf Tennyson's success 
was due to the fact that he mirrored 
the; chief tendencies and thoughts of the 
time in which he lived. 


Tiie first illustration of this idi'a wa« 


given iu a selection from the "i'rin- 
<-<' 
k.-," in which the poet picturesquely 


dealt with the question of the higher 
• Juention and emancipation of women, 
wlm'li was agitating the mindfc of men 
at the period in which lie wrote 
"Ixicksley Hall" was next given as an 
iiiM.inre of the cffecthe manner iu 
wlin.li Tennyson voiced the thought of 
the clay in regard to the advance of 
H i"nee, this poem being written, as the 
rt drier remarked, at a time » hen science 
had practically only begun and when 
there was much speculation as to the 
po^Mliilities of future discovery. 


Then there was the fear that science 


should end in extinguishing the old 
faith and religion of the countn ; ami it 
«as of this conflict between religion 
a»d science—which the reader thought 
*iW much more apparent than real- 
tint Tennyson was thinking when in 
his famous poem "In Momoriam" he 
penned the line* beginning: "Be near 
""• when my light U low." Still an- 
other tendency of Tennyson's time was 
<hi' feeling among churchmen that they 
khould give more thought to the want* 
"r 'he poor, and in illustration of this 
Ji 
lr- 1'hillipa- quoted "The Invitation to 
F- H. Morris."

Pmuing °f the recovery from the reoc- 
""n produced by the French revolution, 
ar"] he quoted two abort poems in which 
*ke poet dealt ^tb the new EnRii,,h 
Mra of freedom u "broadening down 
from precedent to precedent." Turn- 
|"f? to Wordsworth, he pointed out that 
tj'is poet had started with the most con- 


nr<'(l hope in the French revolution. 


•nd that when tbe movement led to ex- 
:'J"pk there Kerned nothing left for 
'"n. W ordsworth, however, found two 
'"•ees of consolation in naturo and 
ut}% and hence Mi "Ode to Duty."—

In Mb series of comparative readings 


in the college hall of Westminster ab- 
l>y remitly Stephen Phillips proceeded 
to illustrate Tennyson as the poet of his 
OTII age and time. Some critics, he ob- 
served, considered that the chief func- 
tion of the poet was to mirror the char-
